Warning Status Removed... 

Agawam High 
Accreditation 
Moving Along

Agawam High School has its good name 
back now that the New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges (NEASC) have 
removed two of the warning statuses placed 
on the school. 

A third warning is expected to be removed 
once renovations to the school library/media 
center are completed this fall. 

“One of rr\y b\<a <aoa\s was to qel us off 
warning status,” said Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen. “Km very happy, very pleased and 
very excited. The completion of the media 
center will bring us 100 percent free and 
clear." 

Town Council approved bonding for the 
library last week and the project is moving 
forward. 

“I’m very happy,” said Agawam High 
School Principal Paul C. Cavallo. “Although 
I’m retiring at the end of this school year, the 
project will carry on and my successor will 
see it through and when it’s complete write a 
report to the NEASC and that should get our 
last warning removed.” 

Both Cavallo and Cohen gave credit to the 
school’s accreditation committee, which has 
worked for more than a year to make the 
changes to remove the warnings. 

Originally, a follow-up committee was 
formed in 1998 to review the recommenda¬ 
tions presented for each of then 10 stan¬ 
dards in the report of the visiting committee. 
Cavallo established this committee more for¬ 
mally in February 2000 to address the high¬ 
lighted recommendations of the NEASC’s 
letters and to write a two-year progress 
report. 

Members of the committee are Cavallo, 
chairman; Ms. Mary Czajkowski, assistant 
superintendent for educational services; 
Bernadette Conte, dean of students; and 
faculty members Judith Lech, co-chair of the 
1998 accreditation steering committee;

Details Regarding 
The Community 
Preservation Act 

On December 14, 2000, the Community 

Preservation Act became effective in all 351 cities 
and towns in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
This act, signed into law by Governor Cellucci, gives 
each community the ability to adopt the act and estab¬ 
lish a Community Preservation Fund for open space 
acquisition, historical preservation, and affordable 
housing. 

The Community Preservation Act is a tool which 
allows a community to establish a fund for the pur¬ 
pose of open land acquisition and preservation, his¬ 
torical preservation, and affordable housing (with 
funding coming from a property tax surcharge of up to 
three percent). In addition, the state will match local 
community funds up to 100 percent with funds from 
the Community Preservation Trust Fund (which is 
funded from an increase in recording fees at the 
Registry of Deeds). 

In keeping with the above, Mayor Richard Cohen 
and City Council President Gina Letellier have 
appointed an Ad Hoc Community Preservation 
Committee to inform the citizens of Agawam of the act 
and solicit public input prior to making a recommen¬ 
dation to the Council regarding its adoption. If a favor¬ 
able recommendation for adoption were forwarded to 
the council, the question of acceptance would be put 
on the November ballot in the form of a referendum 
question to determine if the citizens of Agawam want 
to adopt the act.

Availability Of Scholarship 


For Life Science 
Initiative 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) testified recently in front of the Joint 
Committee on Education, Arts and Humanities sup¬ 
port of a new Pioneer Valley Life Science Initiative. 

“The Life Science Initiative will support research 
and instruction in biotechnology and attract invest¬ 
ment to the region in molecular biology, pharmaceuti¬ 
cals. medical instrumentation, and biomedical engi¬ 
neering,” testified Melconian. “It is based on five years 
of collaborative research conducted at the Univerity of 
Massachusetts Amherst and Baystate Medical 
Center. 

“This $17 million investment by the state will have 
enormous impact on the Pioneer Valley and all of 
Massachusetts. Not only will it expand the state’s 
capacity to conduct high-quality biomedical research, 
it will provide the basis of a new biotechnology indus¬ 
try centered in Springfield. 

“This burgeoning new industry will create new jobs, 
support new spinoff industries, and stem the loss of 
our brightest students. The Institute has already 
attracted more than $1 million in research grants. 

“Two centuries ago, New Bedford and Gloucester 
were at the forefront of the whaling industry,” contin¬ 
ued Melconian. “In the 1800's, Lowell was a textile 
center and now companies around the 128 Beltway 
are synonymous with computer and internet technol¬ 
ogy. Throughout our history, we in the Commonwealth 
have recognized technological change and utilized it 
to help our economic growth. 

“Biotechnology is one of these groundbreaking 
industries,” said Melconian. “The Life Science 
Initiative will give Western Massachusetts a chance to 
benefit from the economic benefits that wil\ come with 
the growth of biotechnology”

Police Car Swap Violated Mass. Laws

The institution of government is so complex and its 
systems so interrelated that it is impossible to foresee 
all the consequences of a particular action. 

Some manifest themselves and are easy to recog¬ 
nize as part of the professed objective, and there are 
those that may be unrecognizable or, if recognized at 
all, regarded as incidental or insignificant. 

The controversy that developed over the transfer¬ 
ring of the police vehicles by the Chief of Police and 
the Mayor is such an example. It has been said, “What 
the harm? Who cares who drives what car?” While 
those examples may be true, they are not accurate. It 
matters how they obtained those cars. If the proce¬ 
dure followed was correct, legal, and within the con¬ 
fines of how the system was supposed to work, no 
harm! If not, then the integrity of the system is lost. 
The system fails. Our government is an institution that 
we need to rely on and recognize as stable and 
sound, which requires an ethical standard that can not 
be compromised. 

I am not a champion of all causes or a crusader 
against bad and evil, and I can’t honestly say that I 
always know what’s right! But, I certainly know what's 
wrong. I was appointed as chairperson of a council 
budget committee that oversaw the police department 
budget. 

I later became aware that a piece of equipment jus¬ 
tified and approved for a particular department did not 
go to the appropriate place. 

I offer you the following, a report submitted to the 
City Council for your information. Do with it what you 
will. It’s your government. We are your elected offi¬ 
cials. It’s your right to know! 

**★ 

As you know, I am Chairman of the Police Budget 
Review Committee for the fiscal year 2001. At the 
budget review meetings with committee members 
(Councilors Perry and Servisj and Police Chief Robert 
Campbell, one of the line items for discussion was an 
unmarked police cruiser, account number 58500. 

Upon reviewing that portion, the question directed 
by me to Chief Campbell was, “Where will that car be 
utilized?” Chief Campbell’s response was, it was “...to 
be used in the Detective Division because the present 
cars were old and in poor condition.” 

With my personal knowledge of the poor condition 
of those vehicles and the need to update, the commit¬ 
tee and I agreed to the appropriation. 

It has recently come to my attention that Chief 
Campbell has made the purchase of a new unmarked 
police cruiser. However, its use is not as it was intend¬ 
ed by the appropriation. Chief Campbell had regis¬ 
tered that vehicle for his personal use and not for the 
use of the Detective division, where its need was 
demonstrated at the budget meetings. It appears obvi¬ 
ous at this point that Chief Campbell clearly misrepre¬ 
sented himself during this appropriation process. 

Chief Campbell, at the time of the budget review, 
had for his personal use an almost new vehicle with 
less than 20,000 miles, which included “state-of-the- 
art” emergency and communications systems. There 
would have been no justification for appropriations for 
an upgrade of this vehicle and any request should 
have been denied. 

This leads me to the other area of concern. After 
the Police Chief registered the new vehicle for his per¬ 
sonal use, the Mayor took possession of the police 
cruiser that the Chief was currently using for his (the 
Mayor’s) own personal use, which included the “state- 
of-the-art” emergency and communication systems. 

The communication system was purchased by 
grant money specifically for police service. In place of 
all this emerged on the line of the Detective division by 
the Mayor's old car, a vehicle of some five or six years 
old or more, with some 80,000 miles, with an inferior 
radio system, and no emergency lighting system. 

I spoke to Chief Campbell about this. He stated 
there was no paperwork on this transaction. Chief 
Campbell told me that the Mayor stated to him, “The 
Council would not give him a new car and that he 
wanted the car the Chief was previously driving.” I 


reminded the Chief that he was the department head 
responsible for the manpower and equipment appro¬ 
priated to his care. The Chief replied, “He’s the boss.” 

On February 14, 2001, I directed a letter to the 
Mayor through vice-president Young, asking to know 
by what authority the Mayor took possession of a 
police cruiser specifically appropriated to the police 
department and without any formal transfer and/or 
appropriation proceedings. 

I spoke to Carol Taylor, the Accountant and Auditor, 
who has no record of the transaction. Secondly, I 
would like to know from the Mayor, why? Why would 
he, as the Chief Executive Officer of the community he 
has sworn to serve and protect, take for his personal 
use a vehicle with 28,000 miles, state-of-the-art emer¬ 
gency and communications systems, and in its place 
put an old vehicle with 80,000 miles, poor radio sys¬ 
tem, and no emergency lights, knowing with all cer¬ 
tainty that it will be used for and during emergency 
and extreme conditions. 

To date, the Mayor has not responded to this 
request. 

On February 16, 2001, I met with the Mayor in his 
office, at his request. The purpose of the meeting, I 
was told by the Mayor, was to personally discuss this 
matter, face-to-face, man-to-man. 

I was hopeful that the matter could have been 
resolved at that time, quietly and discreetly, but it was 
not to be. 

The meeting turned out to be a complete waste of 
time. The Mayor offered no signs that he was willing 
to discuss the matter rationally or professionally, an 
environment I chose not to be a part of, and I left. 

Also on February 16, 2001, Mayor Cohen request¬ 
ed Carol Taylor, the City Accountant, to call the Mass. 
Department of Revenue, asking for a ruling on the 
proper procedures for such transfers. 

The memo from Carol Taylor, dated February 21, 
2001, states, “The legal department of the D.O.R. 
suggested two ways for such transfers. One would be 
through Ordinance established by the vote of the City 
Council, or on a case-by-case basis through approved 
vote of the City Council.” 

It is clear at this point that Mayor Council did have 
knowledge that he did not follow proper procedures 
and should have taken immediate steps to correct it. 
Instead, the Mayor continued to perpetuate this mat¬ 
ter in the Springfield newspapers on February 21st, 
22nd, 23rd, and again on March 1st, giving quotes 
claiming politically-based mudslinging, election year 
politics at its worst, and continuing to proclaim his 
innocence of any wrong-doing, either illegal, unethi¬ 
cal, or incorrect, all this being armed with the informa¬ 
tion that he requested from the D.O.R. clearly stating 
he did not follow the proper proecedures. 

On February 28, 2001, I met with Attorney Tom 
Locke briefly and gave him a letter requesting that he 
supply the committee with any information he has 
concerning this matter, because the Mayor was quot¬ 


ed in the newspapers as naming him a legal source 
for his actions. At this meeting, Attorney Locke and I 
reviewed Massachusetts General Laws that I believed 
applied to this matter, specifically MGL Chapter 44, 
Sec. 32, sub. sec (2), 33B, 59, and 62. After review¬ 
ing these statutes, Attorney Locke stated that he 
thought the Mayor would put the cars back if he had 
assurances that there would be no further investiga¬ 
tion. I gave Attorney Locke my personal assurances 
at that time, stating further that’s all I ever wanted from 
the beginning. 

On March 2, 2001, I met with Councilor John 
Negrucci. Councilor Negrucci, a member of the Police 
Budget Committee, informed me that he met with 
Mayor Cohen and Attorney Locke. At that meeting, 
Mayor Cohen agreed to put the cars back to their orig¬ 
inal intended locations as appropriated if there were 
no further inquiries or investigation. 

I gave Councilor Negrucci my personal assurances 
and even went so far as to have Councilor Negrucci 
call the Mayor in my presence, asking if he wanted to 
discuss closure. The Mayor declined. 

While he was on the phone with the Mayor, I told 
him to convey to the Mayor that I would make my 
report to the Council so as to not unduly embarrass 
him or further inflame an already uncomfortable situa¬ 
tion. An agreement was made and the Mayor stated 
that a letter would be sent out to the Council of the 
change. 

I left Councilor Negrucci with a feeling of relief that 
there will finally be closure to a matter that far exceeds 
any limits I ever expected. When I received Mayor 
Cohen’s letter, I realized he was not willing to end it, 
at least not peacefully. 

Not only did he send it to the Council, he also faxed 
a copy to the Springfield Newspapers. The tetter, 
which continues to play out the victim's role, where he 
continues to proclaim he has done nothing \\\ega\, 
unethical, or incorrect and insists this was an obstruc¬ 
tion of city business prompted by politics and faxing it 
to the newspapers clearly indicates his willingness to 
continue to cloud the issues and perpetuate this mat¬ 
ter even further, a position he has had from the very 
beginning. 

I would like to say publicly and for the record that I 
have not ever initiated any media attention in this mat¬ 
ter. I have only reacted and responded. 

In closing, I would respectfully suggest that the 
issue of legality be cleared up and the matter of mis¬ 
representation and misuse of appropriations be 
resolved. There is no question that Mayor Cohen and 
Chief Campbell’s actions violated the very essence of 
the budget process, a process that we as councilors 
are obligated to protect. 

Without a budget with clearly defined appropria¬ 
tions, there would be no need for a legislative branch, 
no need to budget at all. If the system fails, then we

The Department of Veterans' Services is proud to 
announce that on March 8, 2001, the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts officially became the owner of 200+ 
acres of land donated by the citizens of Winchendon, 
for the purpose of constructing a second State 
Veterans’Cemtery. 

At that time and date, ownership of the one-square 
mile expanse of Central Massachusetts woodland 
was officially transferred from the Town of 
Winchendon to the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. Winchendon citizens conceived the 
idea of donating the land almost three years ago, and 
with all the pieces finally in place, their efforts were 
being rewarded. 

This will be the second State Veterans’ Cemetery 
to be built across the Commonwealth with construc¬ 
tion paid for with federal funds. The first cemetery 
located in Agawam serving the western third of 
Massachusetts will be officially dedicated on May 21, 
2001 . 

The Winchendon location is ideal. The 
Winchendon cemetery will serve veterans and their 
families in the central Massachusetts area. The two 
locations, when complete, will make it easier for fam¬ 
ilies to visit their loved ones at their final resting place. 
Prior to these two new locations, the only choice fam¬ 
ilies had to bury their loved ones in a veterans' ceme¬ 
tery was to go to Bourne, on Cape Cod, which for 
some, was a 100-200 mile drive. 

“The Department of Veterans’ Services wishes to 
extend its heartfelt thanks to all of the citizens of 
Winchendon for their generosity and diligence in 
bringing this crucial first step to a close," commented 
Commissioner Tom Kelley. 'The veterans of the 
Commonwealth and their families will be forever 
grateful," he added. 

Groundbreaking will be in late 2001 or early 2002.

More Information On 
Removing Wrinkles... 

Last week, I started an article on how to eliminate 
wrinkles and the different ways to achieve your goal. 
This week, I will conclude the series by explaining the 
types of procedures available. 

Procedures; include chemical peels, dermabrasion, 
laser therapy, fat and collagen injections, cosmetic 
surgery, and botox. 

Chemical peels remove the outer layer(s) of skin 
and is replaced with new skin during healing. The acid 
solutions used depend on what is to be accom¬ 
plished. Available are glycolic acid, trichloroacetic 
acid, or phenol acid. Healing time, risks, and benefits 
all depend on the strength of the peel. After some red¬ 
ness and swelling, the skin may stay pink for several 
weeks or months. Results may last up to several 
years. 

Dermabrasion and laser therapy remove the outer 
layer of skin. Dermabrasion is accomplished by using 
a spinning wheel with a sandpaper-like surface that 
abrades the skin, while laser removes this skin layer 
by vaporization. Dermabrasion can also be used for 
scarring, while laser can help blotchy skin or age 
spots. Reactions, such as redness or blotchiness, 
may last from weeks to months. 

Persons having fat and collagen injections need to 
have a skin test before using, as some patients show 
allergic reactions. The fat is taken from elsewhere on 
the body, or a biological collagen is used. It is inject¬ 
ed into the depressed areas on the face to fill in deep 
wrinkles and acne scars. This is not permanent, so 
future injections are needed for maintenance. 

Cosmetic surgery should be thought about careful¬ 
ly and a surgeon should be chosen with care. It can 
reshape the normal structures of the body to improve 
appearance and lift self-esteem. Men and women 
alike find this to be quite satisfying. Included in cos¬ 
metic surgery are tightening of the skin around the 
eyes; full, deep-tissue face lift; and liposuction. It can 
get rid of jowls and loose skin (which seems to be a 
popular selection). 

The last procedure used is called botox. It is very 
effective for wrinkles on the upper portion of the face. 
These include frown lines between the eyebrows; 
crow’s feet around the eyes; and the horizontal lines 
on the forehead. Using extremely small portions of 
botox injected directly into a specific muscle can 
cause paralysis of that muscle and relaxes the wrin¬ 
kle. This takes three to five days to become effective, 
and lasts three to six months before it needs to be 
repeated. About one-percent of the patients will 
develop a slight lowering or drooping of one eyelid, 
which is temporary and may not even be detected.

Who Would Have Thought Of That? 

There are some people who think that Christianity 
is just like all the other religions in the world. Oh yes, 
they recognize there are some differences, but they 
think that for the most part, all the religions of the 
world are the same. “We all worship the same God,” 
is one of their favorite sayings. Another is, “There are 
several ways or roads which all lead to heaven.” 
Jesus, however, said “I am the way, the truth and 
the life! Without Me, no one can go to the Father. 
Have faith in God and have faith in Mel’’ 

Christianity is distinct from all the other religions in 
the world. The other religions of the world all share the 
common bond that somehow or other, people make 
themselves "good enough” for God. Indeed, the only 
common link between Christianity and the other reli¬ 
gions of the world is that virtually all of them agree 
with Christianity that there is something wrong with 
humankind’s relationship with our Creator. 

Christianity is distinct from the other religions of the 
world, in that we profess that God, and not people, is 
the One who offers the remedy for the broken rela¬ 
tionship between God and people. The Bible says that 
even when we were God’s enemies, He made 
peace with us, because His Son died for us. Who 
would have thought of that? Such a thought never 
occurred to the inventors of the world’s religions. 

It is true that we must do something to get right with 
God. That something is both easy, and perhaps one of 
the most difficult, things to do. We must swallow our 
pride and admit to ourselves and God that we need 
His help. God does the rest. To illustrate this point, 
Jesus told a story, called the Prodigal Son. 

In part, Jesus said “Once a man had two sons. 
The younger son said to his father, ‘Give me my 
share of the property.’ So the father divided his 
property between his two sons. Not long after 
that, the younger son packed up everything he 
owned and left for a foreign country (as an aside, 
can we see the absurdity of that statement - “all that 
he owned” - as though it was the younger son’s in the 
first place!) where he wasted all his money on wild 
living. He had spent everything, when a bad 
famine spread through that whole land. Soon he 
had nothing to eat. He went to work for a man in 
that country, and the man sent him out to take 
care of his pigs. He would have been glad to eat 
what the pigs were eating, but no one gave him a 
thing. Finally, he came to his senses and said, ‘My 
father’s workers have plenty to eat, and here I am, 
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starving to deathl I will go to my father and say to 
him, “Father, I have sinned against God in heaven 
and against you. I am no longer good enough to 
be called your son. Treat me like one of your work¬ 
ers. ’” The younger son got up and started back to 
his father. But when he was still a long way off, his 
father saw him and felt sorry for him. He ran to his 
son and hugged and kissed him.” 

Jesus went on to say that the father threw a great 
party for his once wayward but now returned son. The 
older son refused to join in the celebration, and was 
furious about the way his father carried on over his 
younger brother. The father assured the older brother 
that he was appreciated for his loyalty, but all the older 
brother could see or hear was the celebration going 
on for somebody who certainly didn’t deserve it. 

The older brother was interested primarily in jus¬ 
tice; the father was primarily interested in mercy, for¬ 
giveness, and restoration. The older brother repre¬ 
sents the world and its religions. The world’s religions 
require that a price must be paid in order to get right 
with God. Jesus said that’s not true. 

Indeed, to the extent that a price must be paid, by 
far the greatest portion is paid by the father himself. 
And our Heavenly Father is the One who pays the 
price for us! God loved the people of this world so 
much that He gave His only Son, so that everyone 
who has faith in Him will have eternal life and 
never really die. 

The only thing the younger son in Jesus’ story had 
to do was come to his senses, and humble himself 
before his father. In reality, humility can be really 
tough for some people, especially in our society which 
exalts independence and self-reliance. However, 
when we mix wisdom with humility, we should come to 
the conclusion that even if we’re able to do many 
things on the earthly level, we’re completely out of our 
league when it comes to heavenly matters. We all 
need help; and lots of it! Jesus said, “The time has 
come. The kingdom of God is near. Repent and 
believe the Gospel!" The word repent is translated 
from a Greek word which means “to come to one’s 
own right mind, ” like the younger son who came to 
his senses. 

Notice that in Jesus’ story the father was looking for 
the son, the whole time! Before the son (who was 
headed toward and looking for the father) saw him, 
the father was off the porch and running towards him. 
The son had prepared, and no doubt practiced, his 
great speech for some time. All he thought he might 
hopefully receive from his father was permission to 
work as a slave. He was correct to think that that was 
all he was entitled to - with the notable exception that 
he failed to realize he was still his father’s son. The 
fact that he was a son made all the difference in the 
world; it changed everything. Likewise, do we realize 
that God loves us more than we can imagine, and 
because of that, “got off the porch” for us. Who would 
have thought of that?

The Employee Personnel Manual 

Many employers issue personnel manuals to 
employees which often outline the conditions and 
terms of the employment relationship. 

The question arises as to whether these employ¬ 
ment manuals are “contracts” to which the employer 
can be held or which they simply state the “policies” 
of the employer which the employer can, and often 
do, totally disregard and unilaterally change. 

Under Massachusetts law, a Court is more likely to 
hold that a personnel manual issued to employees 
imposes a contractual obligation on the employer to 
treat the employee in accordance with the provisions 
of the manual. Although many times the employee did 
not sign the manual, a Court may impose a contrac¬ 
tual obligation upon the employer if: 

a) The employee receives a copy of the personnel 
manual annually; 

b) The employer did not reserve the right to unilat¬ 
erally change the provisions of the employee manual; 

c) The manual did not contain any reservation of 
rights or disclaimer of obligations; 

d) The employer followed the procedures con¬ 
tained in the employee manuals as regular adminis¬ 
trative practice; and... 

e) The manual provided more than general guid¬ 
ance as to the employee policies. 

The principle that promises made in a personnel 
manual may be binding on an employer is accepted in 
a clear majority of American jurisdictions. The idea 
that an employer may ignore promises made in a per¬ 
sonnel manual is in increasing disfavor in this country.

Article 19... 

Q. I am currently in the process of negotiating a 
divorce agreement with my husband. I hired an attor¬ 
ney, but my husband is representing himself. My 
attorney says that the required documents must be 
signed in the presence of a Notary Public. Can you 
explain this notary process for me? 

A. 1. A Notary Public is a responsible person 
appointed by state government to witness the signing 
of important documents. This would include a divorce 
agreement and affidavits. 

2. A Notary is an impartial witness. The Notary 
ensures that the signers of documents are who they 
say they are, and not imposters. The Notary makes 
sure that signers have entered into agreements 
knowingly and willingly. 

3. A Notary identifies a signer by asking to see a 
current identification document that has a photo¬ 
graph, physical description, and a signature. A dri¬ 
ver’s license, military ID, or passport will usually be 
acceptable. 

4. For a document to be notarized, it must contain: 

a) text committing the signer in some way; 

b) an original signature (not a photocopy) of the 
document signer; 

c) a notarial “certificate” which appears on the doc¬ 
ument itself. The Notary fills in the certificate, signs it, 
then applies his or her seal to complete the notariza¬ 
tion. 

5. Notaries are not responsible for the accuracy of 
legality of documents they notarize. Notaries certify 
the identity of signers. The signers are responsible for 
the content of the documents. 

6. A Notary is forbidden from preparing legal docu¬ 
ments for others or acting as a legal advisor unless he 
or she is an attorney.

'' Program To Be 
Held Mar. 30th 


During National Poison Prevention Week, March 
18th-24th, parents are urged to poison-proof their 
homes and to become aware of the potentially poi¬ 
sonous substances found throughout the home 

“Children ages five and under are particularly vul¬ 
nerable to poisonings due to their curiosity and natu¬ 
ral desire to put everything in their mouths,” said 
Mandi Summers, coordinator, Western 
Massachusetts Safe Kids Coalition headquartered at 
Baystate Medical Center Children’s Hospital. 

Childhood poisoning is a hazard often overlooked 
by parents and caregivers. Commonly used products 
such as cosmetics, detergents, and medicines can be 
fatal to young children if left within their reach. Even 
innocent looking items such as household plants and 
vitamin supplements can poison a child in less than a 
minute. 

Annually, more than 1.1 million unintentional poi¬ 
sonings among children ages five and under were poi¬ 
soned to U.S. poison control centers. In 1998, nearly 
70 children ages 14 and under were fatality poisoned. 

In observance of National Poison Prevention 
Week, March 18th-24th, the Safe Kids Coalition offers 
these poisoning prevention tips: 

Keep poisonous products out of reach by 
locking products in cabinets with safety locks. Know 
which household products are poisonous. Even 
mouthwash can be poisonous due to its alcohol con¬ 
tent if a child swallows large amounts. 

Stay alert while using poisonous household 
plants. When using a product like bathroom cleaner or 
bleach, make sure you know where your children are. 
As soon as you are done cleaning, store all household 
products out of reach. 

Never refer to medicine or vitamins as candy 
creating the perception that it is harmless or pleasant 
to eat. 

Beware of certain cosmetics and personal 
products, such as after-shave, cologne, hairspray, 


shampoo, and fingernail polish remover, and keep 
them out of reach. 

Keep products in their original containers. 
Never put potentially poisonous products in any con¬ 
tainer besides its original. 

Keep poisonous plants out of reach. Learn 
which household plant, like dieffenbachia, phitoden- 
drun and pothos, or devil’s ivy are harmful and teach 
children not to put leaves, twigs, seeds, and bark into 
their mouths. 

Buy child restraint containers that deter chil¬ 
dren from opening and swallowing the poison. 

Install carbon monoxide detectors in the 
home that will sound an alarm if carbo n monoxide lev¬ 
els rise to a dangerous level. 

If a poisoning occurs, follow these guidelines: 

Be prepared. Keep the telephone numbers of 
your physician,, emergency medical services, and the 
Massachusetts Poison Center Hotline at 1-800-682- 
9211 next to the phone. Keep a bottle of ipecac syrup 
handy, but don’t use it until you speak to a profes¬ 
sional. 

Rinse skin with running water for 15 minutes 
if a poison has come in contact with youir child’s skin. 
Remove any contaminated clothing. 

Flush eyes with cool water by gently holding 
his or her eyelids open and pouring water into them 
for 15 minutes if the poison has gotten into the child’s 
eyes. 

Do not give the child anything to treat the poi¬ 
son or induce vomiting until you have consulted a 
medical professional. 

The National Safe Kids Campaign offers two publi¬ 
cations on poison prevention. “Filbert Prevents a 
Poisoning” is a children’s book which guides children 
through important poison safety tips. Both English and 
Spanish versi ons are available. A brochure with poi¬ 
son prevention tips for parents is also available. For 
more information, visit www.safekids. org.

I wish you were taking the ambulance ride with me.

“I got here as soon as I could. Nurse. My daughter 
is Julia Gene Pender. She has been transferred from 
Hartford Hospital this morning and is undergoing 
emergency heart surgery that was scheduled to begin 
a half hour ago. Where can I find her?" 

“Fourth floor, north wing,” she replied. “Report at 
the desk and they’ll help you.” 

She told me that upon arrival at the waiting area, a 
liaison nurse would update me on her condition. 
When I arrived, the liaison nurse was not available. I 
was told that she was attending Julia's surgery and 
would be out shortly to update me on her condition. 

I only waited about half an hour before the nurse 
introduced herself to me and invited me to talk in one 
of the private rooms equipped with comfortable 
chairs. She was extremely nice. She invited me to ask 
questions, any questions, no matter how trivial or (as 
I thought to myself) “dopey” they might seem. She 
had a way about her that gave off confidence and 
gentleness. 

She was obviously well-informed and helped me 
understand Julia’s current status, as though I were 
actually observing the procedure. Even though I 
couldn’t retain all the technical information, I appreci¬ 
ated this very much. She made me feel like I was real¬ 
ly present with Julia, as if on some other dimension of 
being. 

I cried when she told me that Julia’s heart stopped 
once and that her kidneys also failed. My heart once 
again went out to Julia, wishing it was I, not her, in the 
operating room. The nurse comforted me and spoke 
of the resiliency of infants to endure, bounce back, 
and overcome such setbacks. She went on to tell me 
that the procedure would take at least another hour or 
so. She encouraged me to take some time for myself. 
Imagine that, a perfect stranger knowing that I had 
raced out of the house, caring for everyone else's 
needs (except my own). 

She was truly a godsend. She invited me to nurture 
myself after my -100-or-so-mile trip across the state. 
Come to think of it, this perfect stranger found me to 
be quite competent and not at all “dopey.” I truly was 
in a strange land, so unfamily-like. So I took her 
advice. I took the beeper she offered and directions to 
the cafeteria, all with her reassurance that she’d page 
me if and when any news warranted.

Personality Differences 

It’s interesting to note the different types of people 
there are. Some people are very analytical. They 
come in to the chiropractic office to get adjusted for a 
very specific reason. They come for pain relief, or if a 
joint doesn’t feel like it is moving properly, or maybe 
due to a muscle spasm.

The comfort of better vision *

Success always starts somewhere; this fact is no 
less true in the art of filmmaking. This week, I’m fea¬ 
turing the early works of some reputable directors. 

It is interesting to see what these directors did 
before their respective blockbusters that launched 
their careers into stardom. 

* “Duel”: 1971. Rated PG. 

This one put Steven Spielberg on the map. Dennis 
Weaver stars as a businessman who, while commut¬ 
ing on a lonely road, notices a mammoth diesel rig 
chasing him. The driver cannot be seen and his 
motives are vague (and eventually prove to be unim¬ 
portant). This simplistic story is amazingly appealing. 

Spielberg’s use of the diesel truck goes far beyond 
it just being the antagonist of the story. He somehow 
convinces the audience that this gigantic piece of 
man-made machinery has a mind of its own; a 
leviathan. This is where the suspense peaks during 
the film. Weaver plays the terrorized driver with great 
realism as we see him slowly become crazed with the 
truck. 

The finale of the film ironically mirrors the end of 
Spielberg's eventual “Jaws" in terms of the demise of 
a leviathan. During the finale of the film, be sure to lis¬ 
ten for a dinosaur roar that can faintly be heard. Not 
only is this symbolic of the whole leviathan notion, but

All of the irony and symbolism aside, you will be 
captivated by this film in a primal way. Not because of 
eye-popping special effects or extravagant set 
designs, but in a tangible way. So much so that I bet 
you’ll think differently next time you see a rig in your 
rear-view mirror! 3 STARS. 

* “American Graffiti”: 1973. Rated PG. 

This film is directed by a pre-“Star Wars” George 
Lucas. I find it incredibly awesome that not only is this 
film a treat to watch because of the latter, but it also 
introduced an amazing entourage of actors and 
actresses who, ironically (like Lucas), would later be 
met with great success in their careers. 

Enter such talents (in their original cast/billing 
order) as Richard Dreyfuss (later Matt Hooper from 
‘Uaws”), Ron Howard (later Richie Cunningham from 
“Happy Days”), Cindy Williams (later Shirley Feeney 
from “Laverne & Shirley"), Mackenzie Phillips (later 
Julie Romano from “One Day At A Time”), Suzanne 
Somers (later Chrissy Snow from “Three’s 
Company”), and Harrison Ford (later Han Solo in “Star 
Wars” and the title character of Indiana Jones) as 
examples. 

The film explores the lives of a group of California 
high school teens after graduation in 1962. The color¬ 
ful cast ensemble I spoke of creates a collage of diver¬ 
sity among the characters that makes this film enjoy¬ 
able from start to finish. The drama is as deadly seri¬ 
ous as the humor is hysterical. This is quite a remark¬ 
able job on casting and character development. Also 
enjoyable is the soundtrack to the film that aids in 
depicting the era portrayed perfectly. 

If nothing else, this film enables Lucas' later “Star 
Wars” to prove to be just an example of his versatility. 
I am hard-pressed to think that anyone could be 
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unhappy with this joyride of a film. 4 STARS. 

* “Beetlejuice”: 1988. Rated PG. 

It is interesting to note how the three directors I 
speak of this week all had a tendency to reuse the 
same actors in other films they made. Lucas later 
used Harrison Ford; Spielberg would later use 
Dreyfuss a number of times; and both Spielberg and 
Lucas used Harrison Ford yet again for the “Indiana 
Jones” trilogy. Well, “Beetlejuice” director Tim Burton 
used Michael Keaton in the title role of this film and 
later again in “Batman.” 

Co-starring along with Keaton are Alec Baldwin, 
Geena Davis, and Winona Ryder. The story centers 
around a young couple who, upon their demise, return 
as ghosts to haunt their earthly home and its new res¬ 
idents. They eventually enlist the aid of Beetlejuice to 
help; that’s when the film’s humor really takes off. 

Keaton’s performance clearly steals the show, 
although he is not top-billed. We have come to expect 
what I dub “creative oddity” from Burton, and this early 
example of his work is no exception. 

I would like to stress that I feel adults should be 
with their children while watching. There are definitely 
some scares that the young ones will not take kindly 
to. There are some language issues that require adult 
supervision as well. I'm not saying not to let them see 
it because, overall, it’s fun and it is rated PG; just 
watch it with them. 3 STARS.

Not Just Santa Claus 
Should Make Lists... 

I have to tell you, I am really a disorganized per¬ 
son; but, somehow out of the chaos that exists on my 
desk, I am able to find things and know what needs to 
be done. It’s truly amazing, but I can! However, l must 
tell you, it hasn’t always been that way. 

What saved me? My husband. He is so neat that 
you are afraid to have anything lying around since he 
will simply pick it up and place it in a neat and order¬ 
ly pile. His office looks sterile ... as if no one works in 
there. That neatness has not totally rubbed off on me, 
but what I have learned from him is to make lists. And 
I must tell you, those precious lists have helped me 
immeasurably. 

The usual list is a grocery list, but ah ... I have 
found that lists work for everything, and the older I 
get, the more essential they become. They are my 
crutch for remembering. When I come home, and 
there are messages on my answering machine, I 
write them down, I make a list, and then I return the 
calls. 

When I have a myriad of chores to do, I write them 
down, then reorder them according to priority. As I 
complete each task, I cross it off the list. And so it 
goes. I find that a pencil and paper exist in most 
rooms, so I can jot something down when it comes to 
mind. Later, I gather all these jottings and make a list. 

Now that I have mastered list-making, I have 
passed it on to my students. I tell them to write down 
their assignments. As they think of different tasks that 
they have to do during the day, they make note of 
them, too. Then, when they arrive home, they should 
reorganize their lists, giving top priority to the tasks 
\Y\a\ must be accomplished soon, it’s amazing, but 
just sequencing your jobs helps you to organize your 
thinking and to proceed in a more orderly fashion. 

To remember items on a test, it is good to make 
lists. For instance, maybe there are four salient points 
to remember about the War of 1812. Well, write down 
the four points, numbering them. Then, perhaps you 
can make the beginning letters of the four points into 
a word so then when you have to recall what was 
important during the War of 1812, you can simply 
think of the number four and the word that goes along 
with it. 

An example may be the five Great Lakes. Think 
number five and the word HOMES; H - Huron, O - 
Ontario, M - Michigan, E - Erie, S - Superior. You’ll be 
surprised how much easier it will be for you to remem¬ 
ber things! 

You know, it’s good to make lists for more than one 
day. As a matter of fact, I usually make them for the 
week. That way, I get an overview of all the tasks I 
wish to complete and then can pace myself during the 
next seven days. And if I really work it out in the best 
possible way, I can sometimes have the weekend all 
to myself ... but that rarely happens. 

Once your lists are made, leave space to add more 
items since I guarantee one task will usually lead to 
another, or the phone will ring and you’ll have to add 
a name or two. Just remember, cross off the things 
that you have accomplished. By the end of the week, 
you can even give yourself a gold star. 

The lists will not only organize you, but also will 
make you realize how much you have accomplished, 
and I guarantee (especially for you usually unorgan¬ 
ized souls) you will feel pretty terrific!

Schools Conducting 
Kindergarten 
Screening 

The Agawam Public Schools will be conducting 
registration and screening of children entering kinder¬ 
garten in September 2001. Children who will be five 
(5) years of age prior to October 1st are eligible for 
enrollment in kindergarten in September. 

Chapter 766, the Massachusetts Special 

Education Regulations, requires that each school dis¬ 
trict provide services for identifying children with spe¬ 
cial needs. Screening is not a test nor an in-depth 
evaluation, but an observance of how a child is grow¬ 
ing in different areas of development. 

A screening team, composed of specialists, will be 
observing the children’s development in several 
areas, namely: Speech, Language, Gross and Fine 
motor, Behavior and Physical Development. This 
process will be completed during the kindergarten 
registration which will be held at the elementary 
schools. 

Screening dates are as follows: Granger School, 
March 29th & 30th; Clark School, April 5th & 6th; 
Robinson Park School, April 26th & 27th; Phelps 
School, May 3rd & 4th. Parents who have not already 
contactecd their neighborhood school should do so 
immediately. Children will be screened by appoint¬ 
ment only.
